The rigors of Winter ’77 were 
most devastating to the broad 
leaved evergreens—the ever- 
green privets, and small leafed 
hollys (Ilex) that make our most 


attractive clipped hedges, but 


not so now. However, for most of 
these, new life has begun to 
show and with a regimen of 
pruning, fertilizing, watering 
and mulching, recovery is as- 
sured. 

If the new buds are confined 
primarily to the base of the plant, 
cut back completely to six or 


). eight inches above the ground; 


otherwise, about half way. Cul- 
tivate the soil, add a complete 
fertilizer, and water regularly 


when the soil dries; later you can . 


place the pine bark mulch—a 
next winter as well as this 
summer benefit. 

Individual. winter-effected or 
otherwise weakened plants 
should be pruned in such a way 


as to retain the desired shape 


while reducing the top by thin- 
ning branches and cutting them 
back to live buds that will point 


. the direction of the new growth.

A lot of our neighbors are 
using Snow’s Court to discard 
their outsized trash; such things 
as Mattresses, Cabinets, Large 
Plywood, etc. These .are things 
that the regular truck will not 
pick up. However, a phone call 
to 629-3825 (daytime) or 399-4600 
(night) will have a special pickup 
truck here in a few days. Be con- 
siderate. If necessary, put the 
trash in front of your house, and 


make a call to one of the 
numbers above. 

A lot of other people (and we 
hope it’s not our neighbors) are 
using our streets to discard their 
unwanted cars (as if our parking 
problem were not already bad 
enough).
